pal of Commerce returns to its criticism,

Severe criticism is being visited upon the 
authorities of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States in consequence of the re 
port of the committee or commission on 
banking and currency which went to Wash 


ington some time ago on behalf of the cham 
ber, looked over the new banking and cur 
rency bill and presented recommendations. 
This criticism is not founded so much upon 
the statements or suggestions made in the 
report’ as it is upon the alleged fact that

The criticism is acquiring strength because
